Throughout England 


Christmas is as much an institution as the 
Chnreh. 


'As a historical feast, Christmas is the 


oldest, bearing direct relation to the Sa- 
vior. Aside from its religions aspect, it 
has for many centuries been observed in 
England, Germany and, other civilised na- 
tions with unbounded merriment. Take 
Germany. The family gather together. 
The children are ill at home, the smmer- 
ons relatives have come from afar off, and

Toe outside 
world is forgotten, cares and anxieties are 
no more and tho grave of melancholy is 
dug. 
The -children are full of joy, tha 


elder people full of glee. This i* a Qerman 
picture. Who shall say that it is not also 
an American picture? The Christmas 
tree, as, indeed, everything festal in the 
day, 
was produced in Germany. 'To the 


great people of that country, who have 
justly earned the distinction of being the 
best natured nation on the globe, is due 
our toys, our holidays, our relief from la- 
bor and responsibility. Since the days 
when Germany gave character to holidays, 
the custom of observing Christmas has be- 
come cosmopolitan. The day, therefore, U 
universally commemorated in one form or 
another. Frolic stops the accumulation

For many years there was a 
controversy respecting'tho actual day up- 
on which Christ was born, by the theolo- 
gians of the Eastern and Western Church- 
es, the former locating the moat important 
event in the world's history variously in 
months of April and May. 
After a dis- 


pute in which all the archives of the 
Church were explored, the urgency of St 
Cyrils, to Jerusalem, obtained, about the 
fourth century, an order from Pope Julius 
I., fixing tfae diito of t e nativity of Christ 
on tho 2!)th of December, m accordance 
with the mutual decision of tbe Eastern 
and lloman Churches. 
The former, how- 


ever, tvas not convinced that tbe day set 
apart far tne celebration of the feast was 
tbo corroct ono as indicated-by chron- 
ology ; and tho whole question seems still 
to bo involved in that historical obscurity 
turroundmg AO many sacred events. 
There it a tradition that Christ was born 
in the middle o! the night, and/ therefore, 
in tho lloman Church tbe day 'is tuhered 
in by the performance of three masses, one 
at early dawn, and (ha third ia the morn- 
ing. 
In inediaival times the celebration 


of the festivity was marked by enrions 
and interesting features. 
There was
